A 
catalogue of his contributions to decorative art 
would crowd our space. Perhaps the most original 
work is the illustrations of the Nibelungenlied, com¬ 
pleted before his thirty-second year. His fresco of 
the “ Last Judgment,” in the Ludwigs Kirche, at 
Munich, is the largest painting in the world. He 
was seventy-nine years old at death.
